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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 7/25/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The applicant argues that "the variations in pressure and voltage values 
during the electron beam irradiation process are not mere adjustments of parameters 
but are used to divide the respective modifying steps into individual effective sub-steps 
for their respective purposes," however, claim 1 is only directed to changing the 
pressure in the vessel in order to impart an infinity for the polar liquid and as stated in 
the previous office action, Ross discloses that the parameters for a modifying and 
curing a film are different and can be adjusted in order to treat the organic film such as 
improve its affinity for the inorganic film. Therefore the Examiner maintains the rejection 
because the Ross references teaches that there are different parameters for each step 
and should be adjusted in order to reach the desired goal of increasing the affinity of the 
organic film. 

2. The applicant further points out certain sections of the specification such as page 
11, lines 2-15 and page 10, lines 7-20 where the applicant states the difficulty in finding 
a single pressure for the rare gas atmosphere and discusses hot he/she optimized the 
variable in order to obtain the pressure that will allow for the film to be cured and 
modified. This further supports the statements by the applicant that these specific 
parameters can be obtained through experimentation and are not expected. 

3. The applicant also argues that Ross et al. does not teach that the surface 
treatment involves imparting an affinity. However, Ross et al. states that the treatment is 
performed to prepare the film for subsequent chemical vapor deposition of an oxide, 
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nitride or oxynitride (abstract). Ross et al. also states that "the treated surface is not 
conditioned for the reception of a chemical vapor deposited material" [0042]. Therefore 
it is the Examiner's position that Ross teaches the treatment results in an increased 
affinity for the inorganic layer.
